It is said that in the case of the present 
capitol building there was only $55,000 on 
hand that could be used when the work 
was started. The money was gradually 
secured thereafter in aceordance with the 
appropriation. 

The bill will state that in no case shall 
there be any increase in taxation for the 
purpose of raising the money to build 
the depot. The idea is to secure the 
money without raising it by taxation from 
some fund coming into the treasury from 
other sources as stated. 

“The committee has concluded,” said 
one of its prominent members yesterday, 
“that the state ought to go ahead and’ 
build a depot on its own property, with- 
ou™ askifig the railroads anything about 
it. That's what we will recommend, and 
our bill will provide for carrying out 
that idea. When the depot is built I 
don’t “nk there will be any doubt about 
the railroads using it. They will all use 
it, and will be glad to do so, just as they 
are doing now. The state’s property is 
at stake, and this is the only proper 
thing for us to do, and we ought to do 
it right now. The state ought to have 4 . 
new depot, and its property ought to be 


protected. We are going to push the 

matter in the house and senate, and I

SOME INTERESTING EVIDENCE

Export Rates on Grain Are Constant- 
ly Cut and Tariffs Seldom 
Maintained.

Chicago, November 8&.—BEvidence of 
flagrant violations of the interstate com- 
merce and the anti-trust laws by rail- 
roads east and west of Chicago was 4d- 
duced at today’s session of the interstate 
commerce commission. Traffic managers 
of lines in the Central Freight Assocla- 
tion and the Western Trunk Line com- 
mittee admitted that export rates on 
grain and grain products are constantly 
cut, and that officials of the roads meet 
at stated periods and agree upon rates 
which are then promulgated by the in- 
lines interested, The principal 
witness of the day was Traffic Manager 
George J. Grammar, of the Lake Shore 
road, and his recitation of the conditons 
of affairs relative to grain, eastbound, 
aroused the deepest interest of the com- 
mission. 

In the opinion of the commission the 
condition shown by the evidence is the 
strongest argument that could be ad- 


duced for the passage of a bill by con- 
‘gress giving the commission the power to 
‘make rates, after a thorough investiga- 
‘tion upon complaint, and also the power 
to punish violators of the commission's 
rulfngs. 

Traftic Manager Grammar, under exam- 
inition by Commissioner Prouty, ad- 
mo.ted that the export rates on grain 
and grain products were constantly cut; 
that the tariffs were seldom maintained; 
that the export rates were always secret, 


mestic grain; that an association exists 
ed, the members of which met at regular 
periods and in violation of the anti-trust 
law agreed upon rates and percentages, 
and kept a record of. the same. When 
asked why the roads did not publish 
their export rates the same as domestic 
rates, he replied that if they did the 
press of the country would charge that 
the railroads were favoring foreign coun- 
tries and foreign markets at the e#@- 
pense of the home markets and producers 

J. T. Hudson, traffic manager of the 
Ulinois Central, and several prominerée 
mill owners testified regarding the dis- 
crepancy between grain and flour rates 
claiming that the railroads had practic- 
ally closed the European markets to 
American flour. 

It transpired during the investigation 
tliat the commission is interested in the 
preparation of a measure which is to be 
a modification of the Cullom bill, and 
which will be introduced at the next 
session of congress. It was also assert- 
ed that the result of the evidence taken 
by the commission here and in New York 
city will be given to congress in the form 
of a report and petition for the remedial] 
legislation sought.

Translation of Text of the Manchu- 


rian Treaty. 

London, November 9.—The Hankow cor- 
reepondent of The Times supplies what 
he alleges is a correct’-:translation of the 
authentic text of the Manchurian con- 
vention proposed by Russia. The conven- 
tion stipulates for the gradual wittidraw- 
al ofthe -Rugsian -fopces within. three 
years, “provided no othér rebeltion joc- 
curs and the powers do not fnterfere.’’

LI HUNG’S DEATH 


He Got Into a Violent Passion 
at a Meeting and Had a 
Hemorrhage. 


STORMY INTERVIEW OVER 
THE MANCHURIAN TREATY 


Russia Refused To Let Japan Know 
the Terms of the Convention and 
the Old Earl Went Home 
in a Violent Pas- 
sion. 


Pekin, November 8.—A violent dispute 
with M. Paul Lessar, Russian minister 
to China, over the Manchurian treaty, 
appears to have been the immediate cause 
of the death of Li Hung Chang. 

The diplomatic events preceding this 
tragic climax have enabled Japan for a 
moment to frustrate the designs of Rus- 
sia. A fortnight ago the Japanese lega- 
tion secured a reliable outline of the 
terms of the treaty, and thereupon de- 
manded that the Chinese plenipotentiaries 
officially lay before them the text, basing 
this demand upon the allegation that 
Japanese interests were involved in any 
change in the status of Manchuria. 

The Chinese plenipotentiaries refused to 
comply with the demand. Thereupon the 
Japanese government from Tokio commu- 
nicated with the southern viceroys and 
induced them to use their influence with 
the empress dowager against the treaty. 
In the meantime the empress dowager 
instructed Li Hung Chang to communi- 
cate the treaty, after certain modifica- 
tions, to the ministers of the powers, 
and if they did not object, to sign the 
same. 

Li Hung Chang visited M. Lessar and 
explained to him the Instructions. The 
Russian minister strongly objected to 
revealing the text of the treaty to the 
ministers of the other powers, and a 
stormy interview ensued. Li Hung Chang 
went home in a violent passion and had 
a hemorrhage, which the doctors attrib- 
uted to the over-exertion of a weakened 
system. 

While these things were happening in 
Pekin the southern viceroys sent to the 
dowager empress a memorial against the 
treaty. She then countermanded the or- 
der to sign.

NEGRO HANGED IN -FLORIDA. 


Slayer of Three Men Is Publicly, Exe- 
cuted, a Madison. 
Madison, Fla. November 8.—Will Jones, 


three men in one day, two blacks and one 
white and shot several other members of 
the sheriff's posse, was publicly hanged 
here shortly before noon today.

Growth of American Tonnage 
During the Past Year Is 
Shown in Report. 


BUT AMERICANS ARE 
STILL BEHIND OTHERS 


Registered Vessels Increased Over 
62,000 Tons and Only Carried 
8.2-Per Cent of Our Im- 
ports and Ex- 

' ports. P 


‘Washington, November 8.—The report 
of Mr. Chamberlain, the United States 
commissioner of navigation, states that 
the past fiscal year has been the third 
successive year of notable prospertiy and 
growth in American shipping, exceeding 
the. two previous years. The extent and 
rature of work under way or projected 
in ship yards promises an even greater 
growth for the eurrent fiscal year. 

American tonnage has now attained 
practically the former maximum of 15361. 
The figures of 1901, compared with 1861, 
show an increase in coasting trade ves- 
sels from 2,704,544 tons to 4,582,688 tons 
{two-thirds of this increase being on the 
Great Lakes). a decrease in foreign trade 
vessels from 2,496,894 tons to 879,595 tons, 
and a decrease in whaling and fishing 
from 388,375 tons to 61,940 tons. 

Of our total tonnage 3,623,201 tons are 
wooden vessels, and only 1,901,017 tons 
are iron or steel. In 1900 Great Britain 
launched 1,440,000 tons of steel vessels. 

Although registered American vessels 
increased 62,435 tons during the year, 
American vessels carried only 8.2 per 
cent of our exports and imports, the 
smallest percentage in our history. 

Our fleet of ocean steamers in foreign 
trade, the report says, is too small to be 
compared with that of foreign nations. 
It is compared with the fleets of four 
large British and German steamship cor- 
porations, each of which exceeds the 
Anterican Weet in tonnage, mileage and 
business. 

The tonnage built and documented in 
the United States during the past fiscal 
year comprised 1,580 vessels and 483,469 
gross tons. 

The steel vessels under construction or 
under contract during the current fiscal 
year will much exceed similar tonnage 
built in any previous year. The bureau 
is advised of eighty-nine such merchant 
vessels of 365,645 gross tons, to be valued 
at about $36,000,000. Beside these seventy- 
one naval vessels of 281,148 tons displace- 
ment are building at contract prices of 
$78,000,000. In this work forty-four plants, 
with a capital of about $68,000,000, em- 
ploying about 46,000 men, are engaged. 

The building of ten ans-Atlantic 
steamers presumably rests on anticipated 
legislation by congress. Six for the At- 
lantic Transport line are building from 
the same plans used in building steamers 
in England for the same company. The 
American cost of a steamer of the Minne- 
haha type will be $1,346,000, the British 
cargo steamers will be $729,000, for which 
the British price ranges from $534,000 ‘to 
$486, 000. 

The difference in wages on American 
‘and. foreign vessels is considered in de- 
tall, In.illustration, the pay roll finclud- 
ing master) of 380 men on the steamer 


steamer Oceanic is $9,900, and of 300 on 
the German Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
$7,715. The German is the fastest steam- 
ship and the American is the smallest. 

The report contains a detailed state- 
ment of the foreign voyages of American 
vessels last year, showing that the Amier- 
ican flag was seen much oftener dn the 
north Atlantic during President Jeffer- 
son’s embargo (1808), or- during the 
cruises of the Alabama, than at present. 
Foreign shipping in our Pacific trade has 
doubled in thfee years. 

The purchase: of the Leyland line is 
considered as evidence that American 
capital is willing to invest in ocean 
steamships; that there is an advantage 
to American exporters In American con- 
trol of ocean steamships, even if not 
under the American flag; and that in the 
coming development of our ocean trans- 
portation facilities the union of trunk 
railroad lines and steamship corpora- 
tions will be an-important factor. In- 
cluding the Leyland purchase, American 
capital owns fully 670,000 tons of steamers 
under foreign flags, which, in actual car- 
rying power, exceed all American ves- 
sels now engaged in foreign trade. The 
war and navy depdértments also own 126,- 
827 grosa tons of foreign bullt transports 
and colliers. By various special acts, 
fifty-six foreign built vessels, of 182,197 
gross tons, have been admitted to regis- 
try. American money, accordingly, of late 
years has purchased 931,000 tons of for. 
eign built steamers, while since 1891 there 
have been built in the United States 1,- 
006,000 tons of steel steam vessels of all 
kinds. 

The principal foreign and Amerioan 
ocean mail contracts are printed in full, 
and it is shown that at the present prices 
of steamships, British ocean mail con- 
tracts are more advantageous for steam- 
ship lines than American contracts under 
the act of 1891.

THE TKADE SITUATION. 


New York, November 8.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say: 

“The trade situation presents many 
points of strength and few of weakness. 
Colder weather throughout the country 
has stimulated retail trade in heavy 
clothing, shoes, groceries and rubber 
goods, and this has already been reflected 
in an improved reorder demand from 
western and southern = Collec- 
tions, too, are more sat sfactory. Coun- 
try merchants are reported in good 
financial shape, and one result of this 
is found in the rather better supply and 
easier tone of money. Holding of cotton 
is reported from the south, this being 
aided by the strength of the business 
community generally. Higher prices 
have been made for cereals. Bradstreet’s 
figures for the world’s visible supply fa- 
vor the bears, but foreign cables are 
better, and export demand has been im- 
proved both for wheat and corn, the 
Strength of these being shared in by 
flour, the production of which at Min- 
neapolis 2nd other centers is very heavy, 
and by oats The price situation is one 
of steadiness, though some hesitation 
was shown during October. 

“While nearly all industries are active, 
strength and activity has been displayed 
in iron and steel. Production as yet 
seems to be running behind consumption. 
The shortage of cars is an additional 
obstructive feature just at present, and 
the effect upon the coke trade has been 
sO marked as to cause the shut down of 
twenty blast furnaces in the Pittsburg 
district. Pig iron is in good demand east 
and west. Railway material is very ac- 
tive at Chicago, and 50,000 tons of steel 
rails have been ordered by western 
roads this week. Iron bars and »nails 
display weakness and are lower. Plate 
specifications are also 
held back. At Pittsburg there isa heavy 
demand for Bessemer iron, and sales of 
15,000 tons of this material, and of 20,000 
tons of foundry iron, are reported, with 
good premiums for prompt delivery. 
Forge iron is 50c up. Structural mate- 
rial is also active, sales at Pittsburg for 
the week aggregating 12,000 tons. Some 
irregularity is noted in the market for 
cotton goods, owing to the weakness of 
raw material, the result of large esti- 
mates. 

“The Fall River wage situation has 
been clarified by a reduction in wages 
made by the manufacturer who some 
four weeks ago advanced them. Print 
cloths are firm for prompt delivery at 
3%c, but some sales have been made for 
January delivery .at 3c. 

‘Wool goods machinery is actively em- 
ployed. The markets have been rather 
firmer, with an upward tendency. Sup- 
plies are smaller.‘and the position is one 
of considerable strength. 

“The leather trade is rater quieter 
than of late. Shoe factories at the east 
are now finishing up their winter orders 
preparatory to turning machinery on 
spring goods. No sign of weakness is to 
be noted, however, in prices. Prices are 
still the key of the situation. and they 
are firm and unchanged. Shoe. ship- 
ments continue largely in excess of a 
year ago. 

“The coal trade was in good condition 
previous to the cold weather. It has lost 
none of its strength since, and the only 
, source of complaint is the small stocks in 
dealers’ hands and the trouble growing 
out of the scarcity of cars. 

“Raw sugar is low in sympathy with 
the continued bearfsh feeling here and 
abroad, and refined is 10 points lower all 
round. 

“Coffee is slightly higher on smaller 
crop estimates. 

“Wheat. including flour, exports for 
the week aggregate 5,468,445 bushels. 
against 6,672,888 bushels last week and 
3,000,007 bushels in this week last year. 
July Ist to date exports aggregate 112,- 
198,918 bushels, against 66,356,797 bushels 
last season. 

“Corn exports aggregate 708,284 bushe!s. 
as against 609.159 bushels last week and 
3,287,627 bushels last year. July ist to 
date corn exports are 17,447,844, against 
59,463.314 bushels last season. 

“Failures for the week in the United 
States aggregate 191, as against 172 last 
week, 161 in this week a year ago, 182 tn 
1899 and 187 in 1898. 

“Canadian failures for the week num- 
ber 3, as against 17 last week and last 
year, 23 in 1899 and 30 in 1898.’’ 


Dun’s Review. 


New Ycrk, November 8.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade tomorrow 
| Will say: 
| “Little relief has been afforded the 
| leading manufacturing industry in the 
matter of transporting facilities. In fact, 
the situation on the whole is less satis- 
factory since inability to secure coke has 
brought about the banking of some fur- 
naces. This in turn tends to harden the 
market for pig iron, though no actual 
alteration in prices has occurred except at 
Philadelphia, where 2 cents a ton more is 
readily paid. As this industry is consid- 
ered the best business barometer, present 
conditions and future prospects are cer- 
tainly most encouraging, for orders are 
abundant and plants enlarging capacity 
in order to handle the growing business. 
Material is purchased now for much 
structural work in the spring and addi- 
tional contracts are seeking acceptance. 
Railway needs were never as_ pressing, 
every form of equipment being sought, 
and it is possible that more orders will 
be placed abroad. Labor troubles and 
low, water have added to the difficulty 
arising from car shortage, making three 
retarding influences affecting the output 
of coal just when the export demand has 
become a factor of importance. 

“Textile mills in New England are 
busy and there is no longer any fear of 
labor controversy at Fall River. Print 
cloths have ceased to be inflated, stand- 
ards widths resuming the former quota- 
tion of 3 cents and meeting with a fair 
demand. Domestic buying of all staple 
cottons is seasonably quiet and the views 
of exporters are still below those of sell- 
ers. Recent declines in the raw material 
have not weakened prices, as there was 
no commensurate advance in goods when 
the cotton market was rising. RHeports 
from the south indicate that spindles 
are well occupied. 

“In woolens there is a free movement 
of women’s dress goods and orders are 
plentiful in heavyweight lines for imme- 
diate delivery. The season has reduced 
manufacturers’ stock of heavy woolens 
and worsteds to a low point and recent 
unprecedented buying of raw material in- 
dicates that orders come forward freely. 
Footwear is firm at last week’s advance 
and eastern manufacturers are beginning 
work on spring orders. 

‘“‘Leather is held at the best prices of 
the season and dry hides rose further 
on heavy sales. 

“Weather conditions were the chief fac- 
tors in determining price changes of sta- 
ple products. Low temperature in grain 
growing states brought a higher level of

GREAT FLOOD OF PETITIONS. 


Virginia Constitutional Convention 
Is Again at Work. 


Richmond, Va., November &8.—The con- 
stitutional convention held its first busi- 
néss session since the election today. 
There was a great flood of petitions, most 
of them praying the passage of the 
Barbour-Quarles resolution on the sub- 
ject of granting liquor licenses. 

The chamber of commerce of this city 
sent up, through James W. Gordon, & 
petition askingthe passage of the Withers 
railroad commission, an ordinance pro- 
viding for the establishment of a rail- 
road commission. The resignation of 
Delegate Newton, of Richmond city, was 
received and accepted, and the president 
issued a writ fixing Thursday, November 
¢l, as the time for holding an election to 
fill the vacancy.

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SHIPPING WHEAT INTO MEXICO 


Tracks on the Texas Border Are Now 
Blockaded With Cars. 

Austin, Tex., November &8.—(Special.)— 
A blockade of cars loaded with wheat is 
threatened at Laredo and Eagle Pass. 

On November 1 the Mexican govern- 
ment issued an official decree removing 
temporarily the duty on wheat imported 
into that country. This decree becomes 
effective November 10. Several hundred 
cars of wheat were on their way to 
Mexico from Kansas. Nebraska and Min- 
nesota before news of the removal of the 
duty was made public. When the ship- 
pers learned of this they ordered the cars 
held at the border points until the decree 
became effective. As a result of this or- 
der there are already 150 cars at Laredo 
and a large number at Eagle Pass and 
El Paso, with many more arriving each 
day. It is estimated that not less than 
5,000 cars of wheat will be shipped into 
Mexico from the United States during 
the next few weeks.

A FUGITIVE HAS — 
IT HIS OWN WAY 


Before Surrendering Man 
Charged with Murder Is 
Allowed Bond. 


IN SAME CASE TWO MEN 
HAVE ALREADY BEEN HANGED 


Man and Woman Are Killed in Sevier 
County, Tennessee, in 1896, and 
the Officers Now Accept a 
Promise That Accused 
Will Appear. 


Knoxville, Tenn., November 8.—(Spe- 
clal.)—After being a fugitive from jus- 
tice since May, 1899, Robert L. Catlett 
has surrendered to Sheriff R. H. Shields, 
of Sevier county, and will in January 
be tried on an indictment charging him 
with being an accessory to the murder 
of Mrs. Laura Whaley in Sevier county, 
December 26, 1896. Catlett is now at lib- 
erty under a $1,000 bond. The bond was 
made and accepted before Catlett sur- 
rendered. His son, William Catlett, ne- 
gotiated the surrender a week before it 
occurred. It is said Catlett has been hid- 
ing in South Carolina for the past two 
years. 

This surrender opens another chapter 
in the white-cap work in Sevier county 
previous to 1898 as a result of which a 
number of lives were lost. On the night 
of December 26, 1896, William and Laura 
Whaley were murdered in cold blood by 
white cappers. Four arrests were made. 
Pleas Wynne and Catlett Tipton were 
hanged July 5, 1899, after having con- 
fessed to the crime. They swore Robert 
Catlett had hired them to commit the 
murders. Catlett's case was nolle 
prossed and he disappeared. He was 
later reindicted and on that indictment 
he will now be tried. 


SAVANNAH MAN DROPS DEAD. 


Collector Way Expires While Making 
His Daily Rounds. 

Savannah, Ga., November 8.—(Special.) 
Elliott C. Way, a well known collector 
and real estate agent, fell dead of heart 
disease in an office on Bay street this 
morning. Apparently he was in the best 
of health and spirits when he began his 
trip along Bay street and greeted his 
friends in his usual cheery manner. He 
Was just leaving the office of Hinnecker 
& Vogelsang when he fell at the head of 
the stairway. He was picked up and 
taken Into the office, where he immediate- 
ly expired. His wife and daughter were 
apprised and hastened at once to the 
scene.

In another column we _ reproduce 
from The Chicago Recerd-Herald a 
Comservative expression on the race 
question, called ftorin by The Consti- 
tution’s discussion of that timely 
topic. 

In a country as large as the United 
States, it is to be expected that there 
will be sharp differences between dif- 
ferent .sections, not only in regard to 
the negro, but on many other ques- 
tions as well. A republican congress 
placed exclusion upon the immigration 
of the Chinese. The people of Cali. 
fornia, Oregon, Wasaington and other 
states of the I acific slope are not only 


prejudiced against the Chinaman, bu: 


having appealed to congress to em- 
phasize their prejudice, secured the 
passage of an exclusion bill not to be 
defended upon ordinary grounds of 
international intercourse. Under that 
bill, so eminent a man as Wu Ting: 
fang would not be permitted to re. 
main in the country twenty-four hours 
after he should receive notice that he 
was no longer the Chinese ambassa- 
dor to Washington. That bill, as we 
have stated, was a republican meas- 
ure, carried by the votés of New Eng- 
land members of congress. and it will 
be reenacted within a few months 
without a protest from those who are 
30 solicitous about the negro. 

We refer to this case as illustrating 
the point that the Caucasian race. 
wherever found, is the best judge of 
its own emergencies, and that to se. 
cure union of effort in building up the 
nation there must be that perfect un- 
derstanding by which the domestic af- 
fairs of each community will not be 
interfered with. The people of the 
north have intermeddled with the race 
question in the south as they have 
never attempted on the Pacific coast. 


_ Hence, wher a northern newspaper 


with the influence of The Recora- 
Herald says that “there is no thought 
or purpose among the people of the 
north to force social intercourse be- 
tween the races in the south,” it gives 


hope of stich an understanding that 


there need be neither fear nor jeal- 
ousy. 

The south asks for no exemption 
from the performance of évery dutv 
of Christianity and humanity toward 
the weak race now living side by side 
with the whites.

The sanitarium costs a good deal 
of money, but it is a necessity which 
cannot be avoided. Duty to the com- 
munity as well as to the patient re- 
quires that the state should make full 
provision for the maintenance of such 
an institution as this. 
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An Eminent North Georgian. 

Speaking of the presence of the 
members of thé general assembly in 
Savannah, The Press has this to say 
of a venerable senator: 

One of the most interesting figures in 
the legislative delegation yesterday was 
the Hon. Hiram Parks Bell, who is 
Senator from one of the mountain dis- 
tricts in northeast Georgia. Mr. Bell 
was for a number of years a member of 
congress from the old ninth congressional 
district. On one occasion he defeated 
Benjamin H. Hill for the nomination. He 
had two bouts with Hon. Kmory Speer, 
Mr. Bell- being the democratic nominee 
and Mr. Speer running as an independent. 
In 1877, at the special election, Mr. Bell 
defeated Judge Speer, but in 1880, at the 
regular election, Mr, Bell was overwhelm- 
ingly defeated by his young opponent. 
Hiram Parks Bell is a prominent figure 
in the mountains. He comes from For- 
syth county, and has always been a stur- 
dy democrat. Heis a gentleman of con- 
siderable literary ability and is a man 
of polished and pleasant address. 

The Constivution joins heartily in 
this tribute to Senator Bell, in whom 
it recognizes one of the strongest mel 
in public life in Georgia today. The 
selection of Senator Bell to the chair- 
manship of the joint committee on 
constitutional amendments is an hon- 
or next to the governwrship itself, and 
marks the high regard in which he is 
held by the members of that body. 
The faithful work done by his com- 
mittee may avert the calling of a con- 
stitutional convention for half a cen- 
tury. 

It is a misfortune that more men of 
Senator Bell’s stamp do not take an 
interest in current politics. 
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To the Memory of Whitney. 

A tablet to the memory of Eli Whit- 
ney, inventor of the cotton gin, will be 
placed upon the country house of the 
Whitney Club, of Augusta, which is 
built on the spot where Whitney lived 
While in Georgia. 

This movement has proceeded from 
the recent meeting of the New Eng- 
land Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, in which the members subscribed 
$3,000 for the purpose. The first sug- 
gestion was made at the Montreal 
meeting, one year ago. The comple- 
tion of the details has been left to a 
committee consisting of M. F. Foster, 
chairman, Milford, N. H.: D. A. Tomp- 
kins. Charlotte, N. C.; W. B. Smith- 
Whaley. Columbia. S. C.: Charles H. 
Fish. Dover, N. H.: C. J. H. Wood: 
bury, Boston, Mass. 

This committee has issued a circu 
lar in which it says: 

It is considered imnortant that the 
tablet shoul4é be equal to the dignity 
of the event which it commensurates, an 
eminent contribution to the resources of 
civilization and to the ‘material welfare 
of the United States. The design sketched 
by one of the members of the committee 
has been submitted to Mr. Cyrus FE. Dal- 
lin. an eminent sculptor who received a 
gold medal at the Parts exposition of 1900, 
and whose statue of the Indian medi- 
cine man was bought by the Austrian 
government, being the first Instance of 
the purchase of American sculpture by 
an Europcan government. Mr. Dallin 
has made a clay model in miniature which 
has received the approval of the commit- 
tee, and the slow work of fashioning 
the full size pattern will be commenced 
as soon as the exact dimensions of the 
space reserved on the walls of the club 
house are known. The design includes 
a large tablet with a semi-circular top, 
in the upper. portion of which will be a 
bronze portrait of Eli Whitney in alto 
rilievo, wreathed with upland-cotton plant 
in full boll. In addition to suitable in- 
scriptions, the tablet will bear on a 
losenge an outline representation of the 
first cotton gin made by Eli Whitney. 

This recognition of the contributiom 
made to the wealth of the world by 
Mr. Whitney is timely, and that it 
should be located in the south by a 
northern association is a pleasing evi- 
dence of fraternity. The cotton crop 
of the United States is its most solid 
money maker, and when we have 
learned to manufacture the whole out- 
put, as well as to grow it, its value 
will more than offset that of all other 
sources of revenue combined. 
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Partnership of Citizenship. 

The aduress of former President 
Cleveland, in which he developed the 
partnership of citizenship as the basis 
upon which to discuss vexed ques- 
tions, will receive wide attenwWion. 

During the past year there have 
been strikes in which capital has been 
imperiled, and the savings of many 
thousands of workmen bave been dis- 
sipated. It is no idle thing to inter- 
fere with employment, even where the 
laborers have no material accumula- 
tion. The mental content which is a 
part of assured employment is an as- 
set not to be thrown away. It gives 
the laborer a location, his family a 
surrounding, and makes it easy for 
the state through the public school to 
educate the rising generation. But 
let a strike intervene and all plans are 
upset, families are disorganized, in 
many cases never finding a situation 
equal to the one lost. The capitalist 
also has his losses. His basis for 
contracts is broken up, dividends are 
cut off. and annoyance and loss of 
money keep pace with each other. 

As pointed out by the ex-president, 
these warring elements, occupying dif- 
ferent industrial positions, fill equally 
the common role of citizenship. They 
should understand that peace, good 
order and the progress of industry !s 
the right of our American citizenship, 
and tha: no industrial connection can 
sever the relation of employer and em- 
ployed to that citizenship. There 
must be a ground, common to all, 
upon which they can meet and take 
the common-sense decision of those 
who are disinterested. Although the 
ex-president does not say so, it is fair 
to presume that he has the principle 
of arbitration in mind. 

The time has come when ‘sensible 
men should geek to align all forces 
with the new conditions of civiliza- 
tion. There are rights all around, vio- 
lated with mutual impartiality, lead- 
ing to disturbance and irritation. We 
hear complaints of anarchistic litera. 
ture destroying the minds of the work- 
ing classes. Impossible conceptions 
of socialism. are abroad. Both anarchy 
and wild-eyed socialism are working 
out. a terrible culmination, unless 
wise meh take up the discussion and 
give it a sensible difection. The prin. 
ciple of arbitration is the only one 


possible under a con 
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ranks of employer and employee. The 
best way to destroy an evil propa- 
ganda is to take the matter up for 
common-sense legislation, having in 
mind the equal rights of all con- 
cerned, : 


i. 
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Sewer Extension in the County. 

The proposed sewer extension. 
which is tw before the board of 
county commissioners, is necessary to 
the continued good health of the city. 

In planning the sewer system a few 
years ago, they were carried to points 
so far out that there was no thought 
of their coming inadequacy. The city 
limits have now so grown as to almost 
include the emptying points, while 
population, progressing faster than 
municipal extension, is settled thick 
around the offensive pools. It is nec- 
essary that these sewers should be 
carried out such a distance that there 
will be no danger from their é¢xhala- 
tions. 

The county commissioners could not 
undertake a better work than in mak- 
ing this extension effective. The 
funds in the county treasury belong 
equally to the citizens of Atlanta with 
those in the city treasury, and the 
best method by which to give them 
some benefit for taxes paid would be 
by undertaking this sewer work. As 
it is outside of the city limits, but in- 
side those of the county, there would 
appear to be no impropriety in the 
county undertaking this work. 


New York’s New Democracy. 

New York's new democracy, having 
so completely buried Tammany Hall, 
now proposes to make its existence 
permanent, and to place the democ- 
racy of the city in harmony with that 
of the state. 

The first result of this action will 
be to accentuate the mastery of David 
B. Hill in New York politics. Mr. Hill, 
from the beginning, has found himself 
antagonized by Tammany Hall, which 
has followed him into state and na- 
tional conventions, and done its best 
to belittle him wherever found. The 
conduct of the Tammany delegation in 
Kansas City was especially offensive. 
More disastrous than this knifing of 
a democratic leader of national repu- 
tation was the antagonism displayed 
toward the rural democracy. Regard- 
ing themselves but as creatures to en- 
force the wil) of Tammany, the dem- 
ocrats of the state had no ixcentive to 
work. 

The building up of a strong and reg- 
ular democratic organization in the 
city, taking its proper place in the 
state convention, will restore anima- 
tion to democratic forces. In that it 
will so enlarge the influence of Mr. 
Hill, it becomes a matter of national 
importance, and will be helpful to the 
democratic party at large. 


Monster Dividends in Sight. 

A check for $16,000,000 will be hand- 
ed John D. Rockefeller as his Stand- 
ard Oil dividend for this year, at the 
annual meeting in December. 

The capital stock of the oil trust is 
$100,000,000, upon which an annual 
dividend of $48,000,000 was paid last 
year, to be followed by the same sum 
in December coming. The dividends 
of two years are within $4,000,000 of 
being equal to the total capital stock. 

While there is fear in the public 
mind because a single interest can 
control such an immense item in bus- 
iness, it should be recollected that it 
but illustrates the great opportunities 
of this continent. Stupendous as have 
been the virgin opportunities of the 
past, it is likely that they will not 
measure up to those of the future. 
Colossal fortunes are being made, but 
we have the colossal chance, and the 
result cannot be well averted, and if it 
could. it is not likely that the people 
would agree to a stifling of our enter- 
prise.

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TREND OF CURRENT TOPICS 


The Negro in the North. 

(From The Chicago Record-Herald.) 

Under the heading, “Shall the Race 
Question Establish Anew the Mason and 
Dixon Line?’ The Atlanta Constitution 
discusses with admirable temper and 
judgment the Booker Washington inci- 
dent from the southern point of view. It 
holds that common patriotism demands 
that there shall be no widening of the 
breach between the north and south over 
a question that should be controlled by 
individual convictions and conditions in 
the two sections. 

The Constitution recognizes that the 
people of the north, whose view of the 
problem is rendered more or less theoret- 
ical by distance, ‘‘have one view as to 
how to treat the negro; the people of the 
south, with the actual burden, have an- 
other.” And it pleads that the people 
of each section shall tolerate the senti- 
ments and prejudices or convictions of 
the other, lest there result a remaking 
of the Mason and Dixon. line, which 
would breed infinite trouble for both. 

Of the particular incident which has 
revived heated discussion of this ques- 
tion The Constitution says: 

“Theodore Roosevelt isa northern man, 
shaping his personal views by those of 
the people among whom he was born. 
Those people—or rather such of them as 
have spoken through their religious and 
educational bodies, or through their pub- 
lic agencies, both press and pulpit—are 
outspoken in defense of the theory that 
no offense was committed against the so- 
cial institutions of the country by the 
president's invitation to a prominent ne- 
gro to become his guest at his family 
fireside. Strange to say, the democratic 
press of the north is equally if not more 
outspoken than the republican newspa- 
pers in support of this theory.”’ 

Having thus recognized that President 
Roosevelt is sustained by northern senti- 
ment in exercising his individual choice 
as to whom he dines with, our contempo- 
rary goes on to define the problem that 
confronts the people of the south: 

“They utterly and absolutely repudiate 
the idea of social intercourse of any kind 
between the races. They are irrevocably 
wedded to this opposition. They believe 


‘that any alteration of the social code 


which would permit or even suggest the 
possibility of social intercourse between 
the races would be destructive of race 
integrity and detrimental to social order. 
The policy of forcing separation will al- 
ways remain the highest duty of the 
state in the minds of the southern peo- 
ple, and nothing that can be done by 
the government or by any individual 
north or south will change their views 
on this subject.” 

In their deep-rooted dread of anything 
approaching social intercourse between 
the races our southern compatriots mis- 
judge the feell #@ at the north on that 
gubject. .There is no thought or purpose 
among the people of the north to force 
social intercourse between the races in 
the south. It Woes not exist to any ex- 
tent in the north. 0m wee of aie 

shi instead of proving ex- 
io such social intercourse, em- 
that his reception is exceptional 
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and individual. By personal character 
dnd ability he has broken ‘through the 
invidious barrier that birth afid color 
had raised against hitn. 

All the north insists on is that this bar- 
rier is not insurmountable, and that the 
individual, whether Theodore Roosevelt 
or anyone else, must be the judge of his 
own social relations. The north will 
never attempt to force any social code 
upon the south, but it will always insist 
that the negro is entitled to all the civil 
and political rights of an American citi- 
zen. 

It is gratifying to note that the author- 
ities of Sayannah, representing the most 
ultra southern feeling in the country, 
have invited President Roosevelt to be 
the guest of that city, and have assured 
him a grand ovation when he arrives. 
This indicates that the people of Savan- 
nah respect the president's right to 
choose his own company so long as he 
does not insist on their receiving his 
guest as theirs. 


The Races in the South. 

(From The New Orleans Picayune.) 

Maintaining this status of white supe- 
riority, the two races live together in 
these southern states in entire peace, 
friendliness and kindliness, a relation 
which is never disturbed even by the oc- 
casional outburst of popular indignation 
against some individual, one of more of 
whom have been guilty of an atrocious 
crime. The indignation in such instances 
is against the offenders, and not against 
the race. Negroes who obey the laws 
and perform their ordinary duties are 
never disturbed unless it be by some 
individual criminal, and they have all the 
protection that the laws and enlightened 
public sentiment, expressed in force when 
needed, can give them. 

Such are the relations between the two 
races in these southern states, and any 
statements to the contrary are either 
the offspring of ignorance or of willful 
malignity. 


Why the Southerner Is Patriotic.

The foundation of the southern man's 
patriotism is the love of his state. No 
tie can be closer. The state is a part of 
him and he is a part of the state. It 
is upon this feeling that the government 
of the United States can, so far as the 
south is concerned, put the surest reliance 
in time of public danger. While his state 
is part of the unton there is no citizen 
more loyal to the union than the south- 
erner for his state’s sake.“ When enemles 
rise against the unlon of which his state 
is a part the southerner volunteers for 
active service in the fleld with a quickness 
and a readiness that is unsurpassed any- 
where in the country, that is unequaled in 
any other country In the world.

| THE PASSING THRONG. 


“An entire misapprehension seems to 
exist,"’ remarked a prominent Savannah 
lawyer yetserday, ‘‘as to the trial of Cap- 
tain Oberlin M. Carter. 

“The cabinet meeting Thursday de- 
veloped the nature of this misapprehen- 
sion. Attorney General Knox explained 
to the president and cabinet that Cap- 
tain Carter was not to be given a new 
trial before Judge Kohisaat, as had been 
erroneously reported. The government 
attached about $150,000 of the propetty 
belonging to Captain Carter, and the 
question which will be tried before Judge 
Kohlsaat relates only to the title to that 
property, Incidentally, of course. the 
question of Captain Carter's conviction 
by a military court will be raised, but 
Attorney General Knox told the cabinet 
that it was in no sense a new trial of 
Captain Carter’s case before a civil tri- 
bunal. Attorney Genera] Knox said that 
with the $150,000 which the government 
will soon recover. the total amount re- 
Stored to the government wil! foot up 
over half a million dollars.” 


It developed yesterday that Marcellus 
Markham, of this city, instead of being 
out for the collectorship of United States 
internal revenue for Georgia, is a candi- 
date for the office of United States sur- 
veyor of custome. By Mr. Markham 
himself this statement was made yester- 
day. 

This office, like that of internal revenue 
collector, at present is held by a negro, 
Christopher C. Wimbish, also appointed 
under the late President McKinley's ad- 
ministration. 

The office of surveyor of customs, from 
a pecunlary standpoint, is not as attrac- 
tive as that of internal revenue collector, 
the former paying $1,200 annually and the 
latter $5,000, Mr. Markham, however. 
stated that he is in nowise an applicant 
for the place held by Henry A. Rucker. 

Speaking yesterday of his candidacy 
for the office of surveyor of customs, Mr. 
Markham said he had received the strong- 
est and most unqualified indorsement of 
a number of Georgia republicans, as well 
as many democrats of the state. for the 
Place he seeks., The application of Mr. 
Markham has already been presented to 
President Roosevelt, backed with an 
endless string of names, but with a po- 
litically influential indorsement that can 
not but have its welght with the presi- 
dent. In fact, Mr. Markham expressed 
himself as most sarguine as to the result 
of his candidacy and although he dis- 
creetly declined to express himself def- 
initely i the matter, it is believed to be 
probable that a white surveyor of cus- 
toms will be substituted within the near 
future for the present incumbent.

Still, that is no reason 
why the girl should not know how to 
cook.

They may never find it neces- 
sary to exercise their knowledge, but the 
possession of it will give them self-confi- 
dence and an amount of satisfaction that 
will more than compensate for the time 
spent and the fingers scorched in the 
learning.

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Governor Candler on Franchises. 
(From The Savannah Press.) 
Governor Candler was asked for an 
opinion regarding the franchise bill re- 
cently passed by the house and which will 
soon come up in the senate. He said he 
had not read the bill and could not say 
anything as to its better qualities or de- 
fects. Asked about the theory of taxing 
franchises, he gave out an interview that 
seemed to indicate that he is in favor of 
having franchises that are valuable pay 

their full share of the state taxes#f 

“As a general proposition,” he said, 
“TI am in favor of taxing franchises for 
their true value. If a railroad is built 
at a cost of $20,000 a mile and it is shown 
that it pays only $10,000 a mile, then it 
should not be taxed for the full amount 
it cost to build. On the other hand, if a 
railroad is built at a cost of $20,000 per 
mile and it earns $50,000 or $60,000 per mile, 
then it should be taxed on what it earns. 
That is the real value of the property. 


That is where the franchise should be ~ 


taxed, because while the real property of 
the road is worth only a certain amount 
its earning capacity is greatly beyond 
that. It is that earning capacity, that 
valuable franchise without which it 
could not operate, that should be made 
to pay its share of the taxes. As it is 
now, the rule that applies to corporations 
does not apply to the farmer in the coun- 
try. If a farmer buys a farm for $10,000 
he is taxed for its full value, no matter 
how little he makes on it. If his crop 
does not amount to $1,000 a year he still 
has to keep paying taxes on his $10,000 
farm. There should be some way to more 
thoroughly equalize matters.”

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PATRICK KILLED 
BY FAST TRAIN 


William A. Patrick, of Gwinnett, Run 
Over by Engine, 


HE WAS ON HIS WAY HOME 


He Was in the City To Sel] Cattle 
and Cotton—He Saw the Train 
Approaching, But the 
Warning Came Too 
Late. 


William <A. Patrick, a farmer and 
ranchman of Gwinnett county, was 
struck by a Georgia railroad passenger 
train yesterday evening at 8:20 o'clock 
and instantly killed. 

Patrick came to Atianta a few days ago 
with a lot of cotton and a drove 
of cattle. He sold the cattle and a part 
of the cotton and expected to remain 
In the city several days longer. Last 
night he started to go to the residence 
of his niece. Mrs. Huggins, at the corner 
of Oliver and Wylie streets. He rode 
out to Inman Park on a trolley car and 
got.off at the old Seaboard freight depot. 
His route was across the _ railroad 
tracks, and he left the street and stepped 
upon the tracks of the Georgia railroad. 
A. passenger train bound for Augusta 
came along and Patrick was struck and 
Knocked down. When he was picked up 
a few moments later he was dead. 

A young man witnessed the accident, 
and to a reporter of The Constitution he 
stated that he saw Patrick walk toward 
the railroad tracks in an absent-minded 
way. He looked up when he was on 
the tracks and evidently saw the ap- 
proaching train. He tried to step back, 
but did not have time. 

“I saw the man,’ stated the witness, 
“stop suddenly and stare at the train for 
a few seconds as if he did not know what 
to do. Then he made one step back- 
ward. He did not get far enough from 
the track to prevent the engine from 
striking him. He was hurled several 
feet into the air and when I reached his 
side he was dying. In a few seconds he 
Was dead. 

Patrick was a man of some means. He 
was 60 years of age and was well Known 
in his section of the state. He sold a 
large drove of cattle in the city and sev- 
eral bales of cotton. His daughter and 
son in law came with him to the city 
and were stopping at Mrs. Huggins’ res- 
idence. Patrick spent the afternoon sell- 
ing his cotton and then started to Mrs. 
Huggins’ for supper. 

The body was taken in charge by Un- 
dertakers Miller & Bowden. The funeral 
will occur today and the interment will 
be at Hog Mountain, in Gwinnett county.

INSURANCE TAX WILL 
BE DOUBLED BY 
NEW BILL. 


Representative Wright Will Introduce 
Measure in House This Morning. 


WILL MORE THAN DOUBLE TAX 


Rate Is Now 1 Per Cent of Gross 


Premium Receipts—New Bill 
Will Make it 2 1-2 Per 
Cent—A Lively Fight 
Ahead. 


A bill to increase the tax on the gross 
premium receipts of all insurance compa- 
nies in the state will be introduced in 
the house by Representative Wright, of 
Floyd, tomorrow or next day. 

Insurance companies now pay a tax 
of 1 per cent on their gross premium re- 
ceipts. The bill to be introduced by Rep- 
resentative Wright proposes to raise this 
tax to 2 1-2 per cent. The bill includes 
Insurance companies of all kinds, fire, 
Efe, accident and surety. 

If the bill {s passed it is proposed to 
exempt Insurance agents from the $10 
tax now charged. There are approximate- 
ly 1,000 agents in the state now paying 
this tax. 

The state at present receives about 
$56,000 from the insurance companies tn 
taxes. Under the bill proposed by Mr. 
Wright, it {s thought that it will re- 
ceive something like $135,000. 

Friends of the bill state that there are 
now fourteen states which charge a tax of 
2 1-2 per cent on gross receipts and that 
many others charge 2 per cent. He says 
that Georgia has the lowest insurance 
tax rate of any state in the union. 

This bill will doubtless precipitate a hot 
fight, as the insurance people claim that 
they are now bearing all the burdens 
they are able to bear. They will be 


sure to make a strong effort to defeat 
the bill.

An important amend- 
ment to this section was also adopted pro- 
viding that all such elections, whether 
for prohibition or for dispensaries, can 
be held only once in four years, instead 
of everv two years, as at present.

dispensary commi 
three years each. n section 4 it is pro- 


hibited to establish a dispensary in any 
town of less than 700 inhabitants. A 
dispensary manager is also provided for 
at a salary of not less than $2,000 a year, 
and subsequent sections prescribe his du- 
ties and the manner in which the dis- 
pensary shall be operated. 

The bill is modeled very much after dis- 
pensary measures of other sections and 
other states, provides that nothing but 
the’ “pure stuff’ shall be sold and ar- 
ranges for a division of the net profits 
between town and county in proportion 
to population. The bill prohibits the 
licensing of liquor dealers in counties 
adopting the dispensary plan. 

Mr. Wright on His Measure. 

After the reading of the original bill 
and substitute, which was the special 
order’ for the day, Mr. Houston, of Ful- 
ton, stated that the measure materially 
affected Fulton county, and his colleague, 
Mr. Slaton, had prepared an elaborate 
argument with regard to it. He asked 
unanimous consent of the house on this 
account that the special order be dils- 
placed. Mr. Wright objected because, he 
said, the matter was important, and 
while he would like to make concessions, 
he felt the measure should be pushed 
before it is too late. He said several 
f the friends of the measure were ab- 
sent. 

Mr. Wright then began his speech in fa- 
vor of the bill and -in explanation of its 
provisions. There would doubtless be 
some surprise, he said, that he was found 
favoring now a measure which he had 
formerly so strongly opposed. He had 
given the matter careful consideration, he 
said, especially since the decision of the 
supreme court in the Camilla case, to the 
effect that a dispensary can be estab- 
lished in a county which has gone dry 
under the local option law, by the pas- 
gage of an act by the legislature, 

“That decision,” Mr. Wright says, 
“practically takes the matter out of the 
hands of the people under the local op- 


tion law and brings thése fights to the 
floor of this house.’ 

Mr. Wright said there were many of 
these local dispensary bills now before 
the house and the eommittee on tem per- 
ance, and some of them were meeting 
with @erious opposition from people in the 
counties where it was proposed to estab- 
lish the dispensaries. This general bill, 
Mr. Wright said, would do away with all 
this’ local legislation and would provide 
for each county passing on th? question 
_ a dispensary whenever the people saw 

Mr. Wright then explained the fea- 
tures of the biil, emphasizing its advan- 
tages over the present system. ‘It is 
merely amending and enlarging the local 
Cption law,’’ he said. “It gives the peo- 
ple the right :o say whether they want 
dispensaries, instead of having the legis- 
lature settle it for them.” He showeg 
how the operation of the dispensary un- 
der the law proposed would be far better, 
as he considered, for the interests of the 
people than the present system of sell- 
ing liquor, 


Pure Whisky Scarce. 

“It's a serious question whether there 
is any such thing as pure whisky sold in 
Georgia today,’ declared Mr. W right. 
“But with a dispensary it would be differ- 
ent. An analysis of the liquor sold at 
one Of these dispensaries would have to 
be furnished on demand and the customer 
could see that he was getting a pure ar- 
ticle,”’

Against It on Principle. 


Mr. Felder, of Bibb, said he had not 
intended to make a speech on the meas- 
ure, but upon consideration there were 
One or two things he wanted to call at- 
tention to. 

“lam opposed to dispensaries on princi- 
ple,’ Mr. Felder said. “I am oppos@d to 
the state or any other government go- 
ing into a business which is and should 
be run by private individuals.’’ 

Mr. Hardwick, of Washington: “i 
would like to ask the gentleman what he 
thinks about the state and the Western 
and Atlantic railroad?” 

Mr. Felder replied that the state road 
was built at a time when the state was 
being developed, and when it was needed 
for purposes of development. It stood on 
an entirely. different footing. He con- 
tended the matter could best be reached 
by local legislation for those counties 
which want dispensaries. 

Mr. Merris, of Cobb, opposed the bill 
because he thought the matter should 
not be agitated.

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TEXT OF THE DISPENSARY ~ 


BILL AS PASSED BY HOUSE 


HE dispensary bill, sometimes 

called the anti-barroom bill, of Mr. 

Wright, of Floyd county, as 
passed by the house yesterday by a 
vote of 9% to 45. is as follows: 

By Mr. Wright, of Floyd: Substitute to 
house bill No. 338. 

A bill to be entitled an act to amend sections 
1541 and 1544 of the Code of Georgia, giving 
the right to all counties in the state to vote 
for or against dispensaries; to provide for the 
establishment and operation of ‘dispensar®s 
whenever any county shall so vote, and to 
regulate and restrict the sale of liquors therein 
whenever established, and for other purposes. 

Section |. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, and it is hereby 
enacted by authority of the same, That séc- 
tion 1541 of the Code of Georgia be amended 
by inserting between the words ‘‘places’’ and 
‘‘provided,’’ in the eighth line of said section, 
the following words: And upon a like petition 
iy, a county, the ordinary thereof shall order a 
like election to determine whether or not such 
spirituous diquors as are mentioned in sec- 
tion 1548 shal] be sold within the Iimits of 
sald county except in a dispensary to be here- 
after provided, so that said section as amended 
will read: Upon petition signed by one-fifth 
of the voters who are qualified to vote for 
members of the general assembly in any coun- 
ty of this state. the ordinary shall order an 
election to be held at the places for holding 
elections for members of the genera] assembly, 
to take place within forty days after the re- 
ception of said petition, to determine whether 
or not such spirituous liquors as are mentioned 
in section 1548 shall. be sold within the limits 
of such designated places. And upon a like 
petition in any county, the ordinary thereof 
shall order a }ike election to determine whether 
or not such spirituous liquors as are men- 
tioned in section 1548 shall be sold within the 
limits of said county except in a dispensary 
to be established as. hereinafter provided; pro- 
vided, that no election held under this article 
shall be held in any month in which general 
elections are held, but all such elections as 
are held under this article shall be separat: 
end distinct from any other election whatever. 
The ordfhary shall determine upon the suffi- 
ciency or the petition presented by the tax 
books of the year before. (An amendment by 
Mr. Uardwick, of Washington, was added here 
providing that elections for prohibition or dis- 
rensaries should be held only once in four 
years.) 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That section 
1544 of the Code of Georgia be amended by 
adding thereto the following words: ‘Or If 
the election be held for or against a dispen- 
siry under the provisions of this act, all per- 
sons who are against a dispensary shall hav: 
written or printed on their tickets ‘Against a 
dispensary,’ and those who favor the dispen- 
sary shall have written or printed on their 
tickets ‘For a dispensary,’ so that said sec- 
tion as amended shall read: All persons voting 
at any election held under the provisions of 
this article who are against the sale of such 
intoxicating Mquors as are mentioned in sec- 
tion 1548 of this article, shall have written 
or printed on their tickets ‘Against the sale,’ 
and those who favor the sale of the articles 
mentioned in said section 1548 shal] have 
written or printed on their tickets ‘For the 
sale.’

Sec. 3. Within thirty days after the election,

He shall be required 
to give bond in a sum fixed by the commis- 
sioners, not less than $2,000, conditioned to 
faithfully account for all moneys that may 
come into his hands as such manager, and 
for the faithful performance of the duties re- 
quired of him by this act, and by the com- 
missioners in’ their regulations, he shall receive 
a salary to be fixed by the commissioners, and 
his compensation shall not be dependent on 
the amount of sales. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That the man- 
ager of the dispensary shall purchase and at 
all times keep, under the supervision of the 
commissioners, a stock of spirituous, vinous 
and malt .liquors, in such quantities as the 
commissioners may direct. All bills incurre- 
for the establishment and maintenance of the 
dispensary and purchase of stock shal] be 
paid for by the dispensary commissioners upon 
presentation of such bills, approved in writing 
by the manager. Said manager shall sell onlv 
for cash and shall turn over all money received 
by him to the treasurer of such city, town and 


county in the proportion hereinafter mentioned, 
each day, who shall keep a separate account 
of the same, 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the 
commissioners shall make, frum time to time, 
rules and regulations for the operation of such 
dispensaries. The quantity tc be sold to any 
purchsaer shall be determined by them, but 
in no event shall wine or liquor be furnished 
in less quaptiities thai? one pint arm none 
shal] be p ie in the building or on the prem- 
ises in which the dispensary is established, 
The dispensary shall not be-open before sun- 
rise and shall be closed each day before sun- 
set. And it shall be closed on Sundays, puph- 
lic holidays and election days, and such other 
Jays as the commissioners may direct. Viola- 
tions by the manager or apy other persons of 
any of the provisions of this section shall be 
punished as for a misdemeanor. The manager 
shall be bound by all the laws of this state 
regulating the sale of liquor and all regulations 
of the commissioners not in conflict with the 
laws of the state. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That the prices 
at which spirituous, vinous. or malt liquor 
shall be sold shall be fixed by the commis- 
sioners; provided the same shall not be sold

Mr. Everett, of Stewart: ‘‘We do not 
want it in that way.

Amendments Adopted. 


A number of amendments to the bill 
were then offered, but all except two of 
them were killed. 

An amendmert by Mr. Pary, of Greene, 
providing that the petition abiine for an 
election shall be signed by one-fifth in- 
stead of one-tenth of the voters, was car- 
ried by a vote of 81 to 27. This applies 
also to loca! option elections. 

An amendment by Mr. Hardwick, of 
Washington, providing that elections 
could be held only once in four years, 
was also adopted. 

One of the important amendments 
killed was that by Mr. Miller, of Mus- 
cogee, exempting from the provisions of 
the bill coupties with cities of 15,000 in- 
habitants oF? more. 

After the amendments had all been 
passed upon, the report of the committee 
favorable to the passage of the bill was 
adopted by a vote of 98 to 22. 

Under the rules Mr. Wright was al- 
lowed twenty minutes in which to make 
argument. He gave five,minutes each to 
Mr. Hardwick, of Washington; Mr. 
George. of Morgan, and Mr. Mitchell. of 
Thomas, and concluded himseif. 

Five-Minite Arguments. 

Mr. Hardwick, of Washington, said in 
1899 there was not a member of the house 
who opposed the Willingham prohibition 
bill more earnestly than he did. He op- 
posed it because he believed the people 
did not want it; because it could not be 
enforced where the sentiment was 
against it. He said he opposed this same 
bill in 1899 because it did not apply to all 
counties. Now Mr. Wright has amended 
it by making it apply to all counties, and 
the people of no county will be affected 
by it who do not want to be affected 
by it. 

“The dry counties of this state are 
honeycombed with blind tigers, and I 
believe now that this measure as amend- 


ed is the only true solution of this ques- 


tion that ts agitating the state today. 
I do hope the house will pass this meas- 
ure.”’ 

Mr. George, of Morgan, said his po- 
sition on the whisky question was well 
known; he would like to abolish the 


| 


measure is now aimed at bar rooms, and 
it ought to pass. 

“The gentleman from Cobb says he 
is opposed to this bill because it gives 
the people a new question. Is he opposed 
to giving the people new questions and 
new rights? 

“The ‘fight along this line should be 
made against bar rooms. Whisky comes 
through bar rooms; let us get rid of 
them first. 

“If the people of Atlafita think it is to 
the best interests of Atlanta to have a 
dispensary, then the people of Atlanta 
ought to have the right to say so, and 
they ought to have ft.” 

Mr. Mitchell, of Thomas, went into the 
history of attempted prohibition legis- 
lation. Today, he said, the prohibition- 
ists offered a measure which those who 
had opposed the other bilis had said they 
would accept—a local option measure. 

“We have met the opponents of the 
Willingham bill on their own ground. 
We offer them local option, and yet they 
oppose it. They say we are forcing this 
measure upon the people of Georgia. Gen- 
tlemen, they know that is not the cage. 
You cannot force a thing upon the peo- 
ple of Georgia that they do not want, 
and none of them have come here in 
opposition to it.’’ 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, concluded the 
debate. He said his observation was 
that if the people of 4 county want a 
thing they are going to have it. So it 
is with a dispensary. 

“I want to say to those from cities 
which have bar rooms, and who are 
opposing this measure, that if the peoplé 
of your cities and counties want a dis- 
pensary they are going to have it, 
whether this bill passes or not. 

“Under this supreme court decision we 
are confronted-with the question as to 
whether the representatives from these 
counties shall control this question. or 
the people. I'll tell you a little incident 
that occurred In the committee room.” 

Points of order against stating what 
occurred in a committee room came from 
all parts of the house. 

“Then I'll tell you a little incident that 
occurred, no matter where,’’ Mr. Wright 
said, and he proceeded to tell his story.

Little, J.—|l. When by the terms of a writ- 
ten contract an option to purchase, within a 
Stated time, lands at a named price is given 
to another for a valuable consideration, the 
performance of or offer to perform the con- 
ditions stated, within the time lLimited, is 
necessary to entitle the party to whom the 
option is given to the right to demand a con- 
veyance of the land; no rights thereunder will 
accrue by an offer to perform after the time 
limited has expired, 

2. To be effective, the acceptance and per- 
formance of the conditions named must be ab- 
solute and unconditional, Notice given within 
the time, that the conditions are accepted, and 
the payment of a nominal sum as earnest 
money to an agent not authorized to change 
the terms of the contract, under an agreement 
with him that the title shall be examined 
and if found good the entire purchase-money 
shall then be paid, is not, when these things 
fall short of compliance with such conditions, 
such an acceptance aS will authorize a de- 
cree for a specific performance of the con- 
tract. 

3. An agent who is authorized by the owner 
to give to a prospective buyer an option to 
purchase described land at a given price, if 
exercised within a named time, has no implied 
authority to consent to a conditional acceptance 
of the terms of the option, to be performed 
after the time limit has expired. 

4. The acceptance of the terms of the option, 
under the evidence in this case, was not un- 
conditionally made within the limit of the 
time expressed in the written contract of op- 
tion; and therefore performance could not prop- 
erly have been decreed, It follows that the 
grant of injunction to restrain the owner from 
changing the status of the title to the land 
pending litigation was erroneous.

Lewis, J.—In order for the widow of a de- 
ceased employee of a railroad company to re- 
cover from the company for the homicide of 
her husband in a railroad collision, it. must 
appear that the deceased was free from any 
fault contributing to tne same.
